This process 
is perhaps a dozen times repeated. Great 
pains nvo taken that the animals shall 
not strike against anything, or be by any 
mf.tns frightened. 


The unusual spectacle of a harness sus- 


pended in air is apt to disturb them at 
urst, but thuy are led slowly up to it and 
induced to smell of it and inspect it on 
ill sides. 


After they have been led to their posi- 


tions n few times they are allowed _to 
come ( f their own accord when the sig- 
nal strikes, though a man stands behind 
them to touch them up a little if they do 
not start promptly at tho opening of the 
doors, i Tw* weeks constitute the aver- 
ago period of instruction, but horses have 
been known to learn in one lesson. 
Oth- 


ers, however, are months in arriving at 
equal proficiency.—"Road, Track and 
Stable."

to call tho Wheeling office, nearly 400 
miles away, the call passes through every 
intermediate office, but under the new 
system the turning of a switch will cut 
off all tho offices except tho one wanted. 


Tho system will also be applied to 


those offices where the amount of busi- 
ness done at night is not sufficient to jus- 
tify the employment of a night operator, 
and where the day operator resides in 
the depot building, there being instances 
when it is desirable from various causes 
to communicate with the operator after 
the close of the regular business hours. 
The invention is tho result of over 20 
years of experimenting, and tho combi- 
nation of more than SO patents. 


Tho contrivance is tho New York elec- 


tric secret service system. The trans- 
mitter at the central point is operated by 
an ordinary telegraph key. This trans- 
mitter can send out any combination of 
dots, dashes and spaces. At each station 
there are instruments so arranged that 
they will respond only to tho particular 
combination for which they are ar- 
ranged. 


When tho operator at the central sta- 


tion desires to call up a station along the 
line, he places the key where it will make 
Hit' necessary combination that cuts out 
all other stations but the one ho wants. 
This causes a bell at the station he wants 
to ring, and at tho samo time operates a 
magnet which causes an answering sig- 
nal to sound in tho central station. He 
thus knows that his call was audible at 
tho station ho desires to communicate 
with. Tho bell fit this station will con- 
tinue to ring until tho operator answers, 
and if no answer is made the bell will 
ring all day, 


The system may be likened in some re- 


spects to tho system of tho combination 
lock. For instance, if to unlock a door 
having a combination lock it bo neces- 
sary to turn throe points in one direction, 
two points in tho opposite direction and 
one point in tho first direction certain 
bolla must fall in certain positions. If 
these turns bo made on another lock hav- 
ing a different combination, they will 
havo no effect. 


In liko manner, when a certain combi- 


nation ismaile at tho central station that 
corresponds with tho combination of a, 
certain station along tho line, tho obstruc- 
tions fall and the electric current is 
closed between that station and the cen- 
tral station, while tho obstruction to the 
closing of tho circuit with all tho other 
stations still remains. 


Tho transmitter is composed of a rob- 


ber tube about tho sizo of an ordinary 
lead pencil, which serves as an axis for 
20 or 30 small metallic wheels which are 
fastened to it. A metal finger projects 
over each wheel. Each wheel is provided 
with teeth, Imt no two wheels havo the 
same number of teeth. When it is de- 
sired to call a certain station, tho key is 
placed at the proper point, which causes 
the axi'i to turn and tho metal finger to 
fall i.pon tho wheel which h;is the num- 
ber of teeth corresponding with the num- 
ber of dots in tho combination of the sta- 
tion. 


As tho wheel revolves its teeth strike 


it f;ive-i times tho mclal (hii^or. This 
MUM-, the making of tho combination, 
jii'l the two stations are in communica- 
'ion. The station can !»> c.illod and tho 
I'oiiim bignul received in 10 seconds. 
This '.y.steiu can be used to great advan- 
tage in the railroad signal service, in the 
telephone service and in tho lighting and 
putting out of electric lights, — Balti- 
more American.

- Cremation In This Country.

It is not every day that there are five 


cases of cremation at Fresh Pond, bnt 
the bodies of four men and one woman 
were reduced to ashes in the furnace 
there on Tuesday. Tbe revival of the 
ancient practice of cremation in our 
times is a curious thing. We havo not 
yet seen the last year's reports of the 
several crematories in the country, but 
we believe that over 100 dead persona 
were consumed in them during *ue year. 


Nearly all of these persona, with the 


exception of tho victims of cholera, 
who were cremated in our bay last 
autumn, had loft orders or had express- 
ed n dosiro that their bodies should ba 
thus disposed of. The most of them had 
been agnostics or atheists, and a, fev? of 
them Thsosopliists. It is not to be sup- 
posed that any of them, leaving out the 
cholera stricken, had been believers in 
the doctrino of the resurrection of the 
body at the day of judgment, though of 
course iromutinn could not interfere 
with any dasign of the Almighty. 


We know of two crematories in Eng 


laud, anil thero are others in several o 
tho countries of continental Europe 
Should the cholera break out in Englan 
this year it is probable that a number o 
tho municipalities will, in accordanc 
with advice given by their health au 
thoritios, follow the example set by th 
New York quarantine commission las 
autumn and cremate the victims of th 
dreaded and
